Head of Large 
‘Family Dies 


One of Altona’s oldest and earliest resi- 
dents and the head of what is probably the 
largest family in the Shire, Mrs. Alice 
Patton, of 78 Queen Street, Altona, passed 
away at the Altona District Hospital last 
Thursday, October 20, aged 91 years. 


Well-known and highly regarded by local residents 
she was much loved by her family of eight children 
(five sons and three daughters), {7 grandchildren, 34 
great grandchildren and 11 great great grandchildren. 

Nearly all of the surviving descendents live in Altona. 

With her late husband, Walter Patton, she first came 
to live at 78 Queen Street during the first world war. 

They lived in a small weatherboard cottage which 
over the years became the headquarters and meeting 
place for family and friends. 

The ‘old family home was replaced with a new brick 
house some five years ago. 

Tragedy marred Mrs. Patton’s life. 

In the early 1930’s her husband, two youngest sons,

He made his remarks while 
reporting to council on a spec- 
jal meeting that afternoon. 


The meeting was between 
councillors and the headmaster 
of the Altona High School, Mr. 
Allan Sier, and the headmaster 
of Altona North High School, 
Mr. R. McGill. 


Crs. H. W. Lee, G. den Dulk 
and A. W. Bond represented the 
council besides Cr, Ginifer. 


They discussed the Education 
Department’s decision to stop 
teaching mathematics and 
science matriculation classes at 
both schools because of the lack 
of teachers. 


“EXPECTED PROTEST” 


At last Monday's council meet- 
ing, councillors and the public 
gallery sat silently while Cr. 
Ginifer drove home his points. 
“I am deeply concerned about 
this matter,’: he emphasised. 

He said that he had expected 
parents and citizens in Altona 
to protest loudly over the de- 
partment’s decision. 


“But no, there is nothing 
but apathy, nothing but a 
couldn’t care less attitude. 


“And so I am forced to be- 
lieve that in this municipality 
there is no need for me to go 
to the Minister of Education to 
argue a case. 

“TY know that this is not the 
case, but this is what I could 
believe. 

“Tt is not for the lack of 
knowledge that this situation ex- 
ists, 


“The Press has given the mat- 
ter a great deal of publicity. 

“So surely everybody should 
realise how serious a matter 
this is. 

“Surely everyhody should be 
talking about it—and_ taking 
action. 


OTHERS ASK HELP 


“Other municipalities and rep- 
resentatives of the parents in 
other municipalities in the Grant 
electorate which I represent 
have come to me seeking help 
and representation on such’ a 
vital issue as the efficient and 
complete education of the com- 
ing generation. 


“But not so in Altona!” 


Cr. den Dulk told the council: 
“Everything should be done to 
safeguard our youngsters. We 
should say Altona is entitled’to 
have matriculation classes at 
feast at one school. 


“This community will have 
enough numbers of students 
wanting to do these matricula- 
tion subjects next year. 

“It is said that this measure 
is only temporary, that it will 
last for only 12 months. 

“But look how so many 


porary end up tasting many 
years. Look how many things 
that are said to be only plan- 
ned to last one or two years 
end up fasting 20 years!” Cr. 
den Dulk said.

He said that the two high 
schools had only 20 matricula- 
tion students between them, so 
the matter could not he argaed 
ou numbers alone when so 
many other schools had far 
larger numbers of matricula- 
tion students. 


But he had found that the de- 
partment’s decision was not a 
“cut and dried decision” that 
would not be changed. 


“Indeed I have found that the 


He continued, “It is said that 
the pupils will have the oppor- 
tunity to attend classes some- 
where clse. 








“But this would take them out 


of Altona! They would have to 
travel 30 or 40 minutes each way 
and this would cut down the 
time they would have for study 
and other activities. 


“When you send your kiddies 
to school, you hope to have sup- 
port from everybody.

KILL FISH 


No immediate action is plann- 
ed to prevent a possible recur- 
rence of the organism which 
early in September killed fish 
in the Werribee River because 
fish kills of this sort occur rela- 
tively infrequently. 

Following a question in the 
Legislative Council by the Hon. 
A. W. Knight, M.L.C., this was 
the answer given by the Minis- 
ter of Agriculture. . 

The Minister said the organ- 
isms responsible for the killing 
of fish in the Werribee River 
were microscopic plants (Dino- 
flagellates) of at least two spe- 
cies: : 

When conditions are extreme- 
ly favourable for the growth of 
these organisms, they remove 
almost ali oxygen from the 





water and fish including eggs.

“ELIMINATING INDUSTRIAL 
SMELLS” 

An ingenious method for stop- 
ping smells from a waste collec- 
ting pit has been developed by 
an oil refinery near Karlshruhe 
jn Germany. They have covered 
the oil-water mixture draining 
into this pit from all parts of the 
plant with a triple layer of 
Allplas plastic balls. The balls 
were supplied by the German 
licensees of Allplas, who are re- 
presented in Australia by Law- 
rence Smith and Canning Pro- 
priety Limited. 

The refinery is located in an 
area which has hitherto not been 
faced with any appreciable in- 
dustrial smoke or smell prob- 
lems. In an effort to eliminate 
potential sources of smell from 
the refinery, all oil waste (eve 
drips from the pump glands an 
rain water) are washed into ar 
extensive drainage system 
which empties into. a collecting 
pit. From there the oil-water 
mixture is taken through ar 
extensive purifying plant to sep 
erate oil and water. The oil 
is returned to the process, whil 
the water is returned perfectly 
clean to the river Rhine flowing 
alongside the plant. 

Despite . these precautions; 
complaints about smell continued 
to be made. The smell was 
traced to a collecting pit. Thi: 
pit could not be covered be 
cause of the danger of explosioy 
from fumes which would collec! 
under the cover. The Allplas 
“blanket” has now completel. 
solved the problem. No -mor 
complaints have been received 
since the balls were applied. 

Because of their  spherica 
shape, the balls nest in unifoy

NO ASSURANCE GIVEN

As it has been stated that the increased revenue. 


from the proposed 3% tax to be imposed on semi- 
Government instrumentalities will be used for edu- 
cational purposes, the Hon. A. W. Knight, M.L.C., 
asked the Government for an assurance: that the 
educational needs of the western suburbs will be

The burden will 
fall heavily on the pensioners 
and the needy, and they are the 
people who can ill afford to 


bear.”

WHAT'S 
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BITING? 


Reports have been pouring in of 
catches of big schnapper, but although 
the quantity isn’t around at present the 
size certainly is and plenty of good sport 
is being had by the local anglers. 


Plenty of flathead are being 
hooked as well as an occasional 
pike on the trawl and reports 
have also been received of that 
predacean of the bay—the scav- 
enger barracouta, who is having 
a ficld day feeding of flathead 
being brought inte various boats. 

Alan Howie, of --Maidstone 
Street. really got in amongst 
the big one on Friday night 
when fishing out past the blin- 
ker. Ten ‘ schnapper 
from six to 16lb. were brought 
in, giving him, according to our 
reports, the hest catch so far 
this season. Following this good 
catch Alan hooked another four 
ranging up to 12lb. on Saturday. 

Two nice schnapper, one 13tb. 
and 9lb., were reported caught 
by Doo Laney, of Curlew Ave., 
when fishing on the mud well 
past the blinker. 

Bruce Howell, of Queen Street, 
when trawling at the back of 
(he Williamstown Racecourse, 
hooked a huge pike measuring 
three and a half feet long. 

Professional, Ken Wise, re- 
borts a party he had out in the 
“Victory” caught four schnap- 
per from eight to 12lb, last Fri- 
day. 

Two visitors to Altona, using 
Ken Wise’s smaller fishing boats 
(which are available for hire) 
brought in four good fish. 

Mr. Gay, of Brunswick, caught 
two about 9b., and Frank Gil, 
af Carlton, pulled in 10 poun- 
ders the last two times out. 

According to, Ken the reason 
for the half fish being taken is 
because of the ‘big couta which, 
although as yet not in a great 
quantity, are a big nuisance to 
flathead fishérmen. A good line 
and geared with a wire leader 
suspended about 20ft. down from 
the surface on a floater, using a 
flathead fillet’ for bait, could 
bring a good meal of couta home 
for the local angler. 

Five schnapper from eight to 
10lb. were caught by Wally 
King fishing weil past the blin- 
ker. Wally’s fish were caught 
on pilchards. 

Ken Kim, local sports store 
proprietor, landed a 14 pounder 
on Sunday night using squid 
tipped with garfish and an eight 
pounder on Monday night, using 
squid tipped with flathead. Both 
fish were caught aboul a mile 
past the blinker, 

Ken’s 14 pounder is taking 
pride of place in the new bait 
deep freeze unit he has just in- 
stalled, so don't forget anglers, 
for any of your bait require- 
ments see Ken at his Pier Street 
shop and he will be only too 
pleased to help you.

TOURING TIPS 


This article deals with some 
of the things which we hope 
won't happen to you when you 
are driving. However, it’s wise 
to be prepared for all emergen- 
cies and most important of all, 
of course, are the . 


BRAKES. 


When your brakes stop work- 
ing, immediately change down 
gear to allow the engine to do 
its share of braking. At the 
same time, the handbrake should 
be pulled on as quickly as pos- 
sible. 


(But, be ready to release the 
handbrake if the rear wheels 
start, to skid.) 


Handbrakes operate indepen- 
dently of the footbrake system 
and should not fail at the same 
time. If your car is travelling 
downhill, and shows no sign of 
slowing, look for an “‘escape"’ 
route on the side of the road 
which will enable you to slow 
down without endangering you, 
other traffic or pedestrians and 
with the least possible damage 
to your vehicle. 


LIGHTS 


Sudden loss of both headlights 


often indicates a main fuse has 


blown. 
the car is moving, you should 
obtain enough lighting from 
your ‘‘parkers” to allow you to 
stop safety. 


the lights fail while 


Do not try to drive far with 
only your parking lights work- 
ing. Stop as soon as possible. 

With the car stopped, a check 
can be made for loose wires, 
badly fitting batlery terminals 
and, possible, a poor battery 
earth contact. ‘ 


If there ts evidence of a short 
circuit, the battery should be 
disconnected and an automotive 
electrician called. 


PUNCTURE 


Never continue driving your 
ear on a flat tyre—even for a 
short distance. If a tyre blows 
out while travelling at speed, 
resist the urge to “hit the 
brakes.” 


The correct technique is to 
take your foot off the accelera- 
ior and concentrate on steering 
a straight course. 

If you use the brakes, do so 
gently. ; 


STEERING 


In the case of steering failure. 
the important thing is, once 
again, not to brake immediately. 


When there is total loss of 
steering, slow down by engag- 
ing a lower gear and apply the 
handbrake, which operates the 
rear wheels only, in preference 
to the footbrake. 


VISION 


A common occurence is the 
shattering of the windscreen by 
a stone flung up by a passing 
vehicle, causing loss of your for- 
ward vision. The only remedy is 
to slow down and try to steer 
a straight course to the side of 
the road by locking through* the 
side window. 

lf the glass is obscured, a 
hole can be punched through it 
to enable you to drive on as 
far as necessary before repairs 
can be effected.
